The United National Auxiliaries 
Convention of the Church of God 
in Christ was conducted July, 1- 
7, 1985, in Miami Beach, Florida. 
The theme of this UNAC was 
“Yesterday's Stones, Today’s 
Foundation’. The saints 
gathered from near and far to 
witness the 10th anniversary of 
UNAC. Bishop Jacob Cohen of 
the Eastern Florida Jurisdiction 
greeted the saints warmly along 
with other greeters and Florida’s 
bright sunshine. 


Naturally, the convention 
opened with a pre-convention 
musical.

increased, and while in high 


school she enrolled in class to 
prepare herself for greater com- 
munication skills. It became 
apparent to the teacher that 
Kandi should be instructing and 
tutoring the deaf. Today, she is 
active in Houston with the 
Greater Houston Interpreters 
for the Deaf. She also attends 
Houston Community College. 


The Whole Truth asked Kandi 
why be so devoted when only a 
few people need her services. 
Kandi reflected, “I’m helping to 
shape a ministry for the deaf in 
our church. Handicap people are 
beautiful people with souls. Why 
should they be denied salvation 
or anything because of an uncar- 
ing, out of touch majority? There 
is a ministry here. Anyway, 
people have helped me in life and 
now I’m blessed to return some- 
thing.” When asked about her 
effect on the national church she 
commented, “I’m making a state- 
ment and raising questions. 
These large crowds return home 
and see the handicap in their 
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midst and question whether or 
not they could do something 
likewise?”

HOUSEHOLD OF FAITH 


In a society where self predom- 
inates, men cannot be more than 
a disintegrated collection of 
individuals warring one with the 
other. But it is encouraging to 
know that when self dies and 
Christ springs to life within our 
hearts, then comes the peace, the 
oneness which is the great hall- 
mark of the true Church.

In the letter to the Ephesians, 
the central thought is that Jesus 
had brought to a disunited world 
a way of unity. This way is 
through faith in Him and it is 
the Church’s task to proclaim 
this message to the world. 


Eph. 4:15 admonishes us not to 
be children, tossed to and from 
and carried about with every 
wind and doctrine by the cun- 
ning of men, by their craftiness 
in deceitful wiles, but rather to 
grow up in Christ, who is the 
head of the Church. Why is it 
so important that we grow up 


in Christ and have this unity? 
It is important because the 
household of faith has been 
designed by God to proclaim 
what Jesus has_ done. 
REMEMBER Christ is the head, 
the Church is the body. No brain 
can work through a body which 
is split into fragments. Unless 
there is a co-ordinated oneness 
in the body, the designs of the 
head are frustrated. The oneness 
of the Church is essential for the 
work of Christ. 


Since that is true, it’s essential 
to employ steps, attitudes and 
practices which will enable us 
in our quest for unity. Our focus 
today has been: 


I. Adequate nuturing for babes 
in Christ. 


II. A Practicum of love in the 
family, Church and community. 


III. A Positive response to Godly 
leaders. 


I. Adequate Nurturing: We 
seem to really underscore the 
predicament of the Christian 
who needs milk and can’t handle

meat, especially if he has been 
around for some time. But this 
topic is addressing those who 
have the responsibility for the 
development of the babes. We 
should put the responsibility 
squarely where it lies not with- 
standing that there will be those 
who will refuse to grow up 
inspite of every effort put forth 
to help them. 


In Heb. 12:11-14 two things 
standout - ‘“‘difficulty’’ and 
“need.” In verse 11 the writer 
had much to say which was hard 
to explain but this did not 
dissuade him. The writer said 
those of whom he wrote we dull 
of hearing - slow moving in 
mind, witlessly and forgetful. 
Like the writer of Eph., those 
who preach and teach should not 
shrink from their duty. They 
should not dodge teaching some- 
thing because it is difficult or 
have reservation about it not 
being well received. Neither 
should they defend themselves 
by saying the hearers would 
never grasp it. Often in minis- 
tering the word, one is 
confronted on one hand with 
lazy minds, those who refuse to 
expend a little energy to think, 
and on the other hand the prej- 
udice of those with shut minds. 
But the task remains. The wri- 
ter of Hebrews did not shrink 
from bringing his message. He 
regarded it as his supreme 
responsibility to pass on the 
truth as he knew it, and so 
should we. 


II. A Practicum of Love in the 
Family, Church and Commun- 
ity: Love’s launching pad should 
be in the home; and from the 
home it should go into all the 
world via the Church and com- 
munity. Love must do 
something; it must work. It 
works because of what Christ 
has done. “He is our peace.” 
(Eph. 2:14). That peace has been 
won at the price of His blood. 
The sight of the Cross awakens 


in our hearts a love for Christ 
and when we love Christ, we will 
love each other! The unity which 
we have in Christ produces 
Christians whose Christianity 
transcends all their local and 
racial differences; it produces 
people who are friends with each 
other because they are friends 
with God.; it produces people 
who are one because they meet 
in the presence of God to whom 
they all have access. 


III. A Positive Response to 
Godly Leaders: ‘Let the elders 
who rule well be considered 
worthy of double honor, espe- 
cially those who labor in 
preaching ind teaching” (I Tim. 
5:17). A careful look at this 
passage brings to our attention 
that some elders rule well, while 
others do not. Also the respon- 
sibility of making a judgment is 
implied. For unless one is able 
to determine who rules well, he 
cannot know who deserves the 
double honor. But thank God for 
His Word as the standard for 
conduct, the ability to observe, 
and for spiritual discernment, so 
we can know those who labor to 


build up the church by teaching 
and training new converts and 
confirming the saints in the 
faith. 


Let us make note of the virtues 
found in Eph. 4:1-3 and be 
challenged in our hearts to 
demonstrate them in our daily 
living so that each of us will be 
an invaluable part of the process 
of bringing unity to the commun- 
ity of faith for that ultimate goal- 
the upbuilding of the Kingdom 
of God.
